In the Charity Organization Review for this month appear two articles 
on the Sweating System, the first by Mr. David F. Schloss, the other by 
Miss Potter. Mr. Schloss’s communication discusses Mr, Burnett's Report which 


appeared aftcr his Fortnightly article went 10 prees. He deala in detail with — 


Mr. Burnett's figures in order to establish the emall earnings of minor sweaters 
Thus in one case by taking into consideration rent and other charges Mr 
Bornett’s estimate of 35s. earnings by the master is redaced to a minimum of 
16s. 6d. less than his own workers. Mr. Schloss again pointe out the necessary 


function performed by these masters in drilling the incompetent workmen over — 


whom they rule. The most important part of Mr. Schlose’s article however deals 


with the alterations in the law which he would suggest to get rid of this system 
These are mainly the amendment of sections 61 & 75 of the Factory Act of 1878. 


The former prevents the inspection of what may be termed domestic workshops 
the latter exempts them from the necessity of registration. All inquircrs seem 


to consider registration as a neceseary preliminary to the eradication of the chief 


evils of the Sweating System. If these clauses were amended, the tmaller 
sweaters’ shops would be crushed out of existence, and the larger workshops are 


not so objectionable in point of wages, hours, or sanitary arrangement. Mr.. 


Schloss’s article is full of detail and shows a thorough mastery of the” subject, 
which is natural, as he owns to having started a co-operative establishment to 


compete with the sweaters. It isto be hoped that Parliamentary interference, in the 


direction suggested by Mr. Schloss, may put an end to this gigantic evil which 
affects the Jewish community in so many way. 


Although the Board of the Federation of Chevras had met previously, the 
Federation was practically cemented when Lord Rothschild, the President, for 
the first time presided over its deliberations. The proceedings at the meeting 
held in the Jewish Working Men’s Club were a happy augary for the ultimate 
success of the movement. There was almost complete unenimity on the points 
submitted for consideration, tempered by a spirit of indpendence which showed 
that the delegates will not without adequate discussion accept everything put 
before them. The feature of the evening was the businesslike and wise address 


of the President. Nothing could have bsen more well-timed than Lord Roth- 
child’s warning that the Federation should not launch upon ambitious schemes, — 


in the hope that the means for accomplishing them could be found from outside, 
For the present all will be plain sailing. The crucial point will come when, after 
the first year’s working, the expenses of the Federation coms to be borne by the 
Board itself instead of being defrayed by Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., the Vice- 
President. Already one step has been taken which promises to lead to some- 
thing tangible. The delegates were practically agreed that in order to avoid as 
far as possible in the future the necessity for “ charity” funerals in the case of 
children, parents shculd make provision for the interment of their deceased 
children by contributing small weekly amounts to a Chevra, in the same way 
as they do for themselves. Such a Chevrsis likely to be the outcome of the 
discussion which took place on the question of cheapening the charge for funerals,

VOTING CHARITIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” : 
Sin,—I am much obliged to your correspondent “ Devonshire Square for sp 
complimentary reference to the charity there situate, by which I hope I may <epur 
he means our Board of Guardians, and Iam far from differing from him on the evi 
attending the voting system for charities, But I do dissent very strongly from the 
remedy which he seeks to apply, and from the advice which he offers to those who 
think as he does on this subject, to withdraw their support from the charities whee 
the voting system prevails and to divert their bounty to other institution where it 
does not exist. 
Severely as our resources at the Board of Guardians are just now strained, and 
keenly anxious as I naturally am to attract support from all sources, I thiok the 
community: and I am sure my colleagues at the Board, would not desire that any 
contribution should be sent to them only because it had been alienated from other 
deserving institutions, Moreover, were the advice of your correspondent followed 
it would, in the present position of public opinion on this question, not have the effect, 
of forcing the managers of these voting charities to adopt the views of the compara. 
tively small minority who shate the opinions of “ Devonshire Square,” but would 
simply impair the efficiency of these institutions, because it would necessarily and 
very materially diminish the extent of relief which they are able to afford their 
beneficiaries, 

I am not surprised at theresult of the test vote which the managers of the Aged 
Needy Society submitted to their governors and subscriters with the view of 
eliciting their opinion on the voting system, I have some knowledge of the 
feeling of the public on this question both in and out of the community 
and am convinced that in all charities haviog a large constituency 
of contributors the possession of the patronage of. votes enlists an interest in the 
institation which is of itself most valuable, and constitutes a great attraction to 
many to subscribe who otherwise would not be so induced, while the with, 
deawal of the privilege would inevitably be attended with so great a loss of support 
that no responsible Board of a large charity—and it is to these I now exclusively 
refer—could with safety entertain the idea in the present condition of public opinion 
on the subject, Itis not a little significant that not one large charity where the 
voting system prevails has yet seen its way to its abolition, although the evils attend- 
ing the practice, are very transparent and have frequently been exposed, I» 
isnot necessary, however, that these evils should beexaggerated, in all well man® 
aged institutions the list of candidates is carefully scrutinised by the Board of 
Management or by a Sub-Com mittee s;ecially appointed for the purpose so that i: 
ought to be, and in most cases I firmly believe it is, impossible for the public to 

have presented to them, and therefore to vote for, asingle unworthy case. 
Ishall perhaps be remindéd of the Hand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home, which 
recently, and in my judgment very wisely, decided to abolish the voting system, 
But the circumstances of that excellent charity were such as peculiarly to facilitate 
the change. The number of governors and subscribers is comparatively small; it 
is administered by an able and zealous Board who are more or less in touch with a 
large majority of the supporters of the Institution, and above all it was pretty wel) 
assured of the willingness of the go vervors and subscribers to forego their votes by 
the comparatively small portion who did make use of them at the various electiong 
which had in recent previous years been held. 
In our Orphan Asylum at No rwood in order to favour the most urgent cases 

out of those admitted as candidates, a, notice is sent to every governor and 
subscriber inviting them to send their proxies to the Chairman of the House 
Committee, for the purpose of being appropriated by a Sub-Committee, specially 
appointed for the purpose, to those candidates who are known by the managers to 
be at once the most deserving and the least influentially supported. The example 
thus eet by our own Asylum has been followed to my knowledge by at least 


one of the largest Christion Oiphan Asylums in London, and the opportunity thug 


_ Offered to the public enables them, if they are so inclined—and ‘if th:y are not, it 
wou ld be as impolitic as it would be unjust to force them—to ensure that the most 
needy cases receive assistance without the expense and the other objections attend. 
ing the canvassing for votes, 
lam glad to know that the public are more and more availing themselves o 

this opportunity, and if whenever they are personally unacquainted with th 
circumstances of a candidate they would always entrust their votes to rp 
Committee, I think they would be doing more wisely, if only because they would

Sir,—Between four and five years since this subject was well ventilated in your 
raluable paper, and the need for such an Institution amply demonstrated. 
It was then shown, excluding the London Hospital and the Hospital for the 
Miseases of the Chest, where no creed registers are kept, though both attend toa 
Jarge number of Jews, that 21 incurables registered as Jews had been or were in 
he Baker Street Infirmary,and 51 in six other hospitals in London,a total of 72 during 
welve months. This excludes the many who must have been discharged from the Lon- 
Jon and Chest Hospitals, who would have to return asa burden to their homes. The 
eturns of this past year will probably be greatly in excess; there is then but 
cant cause to congratulate ourselves on the scarcity of these sad cases. A small 
ociety called ‘‘ The Helping Hand,” allows 5s. per week for six months only to four 
if these cases, though it costs the Society £30 to collect and distribute £50. The 
Home of the Baroness Rothschild in Bedford Square, E., is supposed to accommodate 
mm) () or 12 of these poor persons ; of course being in private hands it is not open to 
Meriticism. Except these, no effort has been made to my knowledge by our 
ommunity to deal with these cases, though nodoubt the majority are on the books 
pf the Board of Guardians. 

There have been occasional letters to you as these sad cases have come under 
pecial notice calling public attention to them. Last year Mrs, Lindo triei both 
ublicly and privately to do this, and then we had the Rev. I. Samuel writing to 
rou that a bensvolent philanthropist was prepared to take the matter up and found 
mm home for these sufferers, and I believe some effort was made to obtain suitable 
premises. If this is still in contemplation, the scheme of Mr. M. Davis to build a 
wing to the Hand in Hand and Widow’s Home Institution is wor: hy of his considera- 
ion. Itis estimated to cost three thousand pounds to build and furnish this 
properly, and I am afraid to ask the public for this sum at the present time is 
hopeless. 

The British Home for Incurables at Clapham Rise, offered to take 12 inmates 
nto an empty wing of this Institution, provided they were guaranteed about £80 
ber annum for each inmate. I am convinced that it is impracticable in the present 
emper of our community to attempt to raise the-e large sums, and more, that it 
lways has been so. If we follow in the steps of those who founded the Orphan 
sylum, the Hand in Hand, the Widow's Home, aad recently the Jewish Home, and 
mendeed nearly every charitable Jewish instititution, we shall beas successful as they

rest and nourishing diet for their recovery, but cannot obtain these benefits at their 
own expense, Secondly, a portion of the building for incurabl 5 and snother for 
cripples, in fact for the rcception of general cases excepting thore of a malignant 
or contagious nature, , 3 

A Board of Management could also b2 appointed to receive cases from medical 
charities or workhouses, A case recently came before my notice of a poor Jewess 
lying illin a Christian Workhouse. Iam convincel that this scheme is much 
required, and would also complete our many charita)le institutions, 

I earnestly hope it may receive the approval of your correspondent, Mr. Moses 
Davie, whose powerful aid in obtaining public support has elevated other asylums, 
and his good work would tend quickly t> organize this Jewish Sanatorium.

Upon this occasion I wish to inform those. of your readers who have read my 
last letter to you, that the case of M. Fior came before the Roumanian Court of 
Cassation on the 21st December (0.8.), when it had to be adjourned again in conse- 
quence of a divergence of opinion, Thre? of the judges were in favour, and threg 
against M. Fior. The question will therefore be discussed by the United Sections 
of the same court, and their decision is awaited with the greatest interest.

(3) In regard to the question whether the teaching of a personal Messiah has 
been denied in the Talmui, I may refer your readers to Sanhed:in, 98a, where they 
vill find that one R. Hillel goes the length of asserting: “ Israel will not have any 
Messiah, for they have already enjoyed him in the days of Hezekiah ;" a passage 
which Rashi thus glosses: “ But God Himself will reign, and He alone will deliver 
hem,”—the very teaching of Moses and the Prophets. Hillel's oppanent endeavours 
o defeat his argument by a quotation from Zecharigh, ix.,9: “Behold thy king 
ometh unto thee, just and saved is he,” which he gtates, could not possibly have 
meferred to Hezekiah, having been uttered by Zechariah, in the time of the Second 
memple. But this quotation is seen in modern times to be singularly inapposite, 
geor Biblical critics are almost unanimous in ascribing the later chapters of Zechariah

One Sage sharply rebukes his 
son for pleading as an excuse for not attending another Rabbi's lectures the 
fact that they treated of medical subjects. The physician, the Talmud teaches, 
is the agent of Heaven, whom it becomes a duty to consult. Accordingly, it 
resolutely sets its face against resort to incantations and to superstitious prac- 
tices generally as a means of curing disease; the scientific is the only 
justifiable method. As the religious leaders of Israel, the Rabbins were 
the successors of the priests and the prophets; nor did they refuse the 
heritage of medical practice which was thus bequeathed to them. Many 
of the Talmudic Sages were physicians by profession. Not the least renowned 
of them was Mar Samvet of the third century, who knew as much of 
astronomy as of Rabbinical lore, and was as learned in Medicine as in either, 
He seems to have nade Ophthalmology his speciality ; but heis chiefly to 
be noted because in an age when the belief was rife that evil spirits were 
the cause of every humanill, he roundly declared that disease was the result 
of natural causes, and was to be attacked by natural means. 


The medical science of the Talmud was, of course, the child of its age, 
It bears the impress of Greek and Roman ideas, which were then the staple 
of civilised thought. But it says much for the industry, the versatility and 
the breadth of mind of the Talmudic doctors that, in spite of their all- 
absorbing passion for the study of the Law, they should have acquired so wide 
a knowledge of medical subjects. It is true that not a little of that — 
study of 
the Law itself. The desire to elucidate the prescriptions of the Pen- 
tateuch was the initial force which gave rise to a laborious inquiry, 
the results of which are contained in whole pages and even treatises 
of the Talmud dealing with gynecology and the structure and diseases 
of animals. But the inquiry extended over the whole field of Medicine, 
The science was studied for its own sake. The Talmud discloses a consider-— 
able acquaintance with such topics as ophthalmology, embryology, anatomy, 
venesection and dietetics. Its sayings on the latter subject and, indeed, on 
hygiene generally, have still their value. Its maxims about what to eat, 
drink and avoid, its warnings against excessive indulgence in the pleasures 
of the table, its advice to eat slowly, to partake of less flesh-meat and more 
vegetables, its insistence upon the value of exercise and of sleep in due 
season—all this may be taken to heart with advantage even to-day. On the 
necessity of personal cleanliness as an aid to the preservation of health 
the Rabbins laid particular stress. On the subject of bathing they have left — 
us a characteristic aphorism which may be fitly quoted here. “ He who takes 
a warm bath without drinking warm water is like an oven heated outside but 
is cold within ; he who takes a warm bath without a cold douche afterwards 
8 like iron which is made red-hot, but not hardened by cold water.” 


The fondness of the Talmudic doctors for medical studies was trans_ 
mitted to succeeding generations. In every age since the close of the Talmud 
Medicine has beer. a favourite vocation among Jews. The predilection for the 
pursuit was accompanied by a reverence for its sanctity. The beautiful prayer 
of Marmowrpgs, himself a physician, to be recited by the medical attendant 
on visiting a patient amply attests the depth of this feeling. At one time 
the practice of raedicine was exclusively in Jewish hands. The science was 
the subject of many a Jewish work, and the preference of Kings and poten~ 
tates in the Middle Ages for Jewish medical men is notorious. If Sovereign 
and prelate heaped misery-on the Jews, they would have none but those of the 
race to alleviate their own suffering, In Spain so largely did the Jews mono- 
polize the profession of Medicine that for a considerable time after the Expul- 
sion in 1492 there was a complete dearth of practitioners. Of medicine it may 
be said as it has been of Music, “I have surely been stolen from the land 
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THE RITUAL,

(CONCLUDING ARTICLE). 


The scheme for an improved Sabbath Service which I have suggested in my 
previous articles, embodies the changes which, in my opinion, would best satiefy 
existing wants, But Ido not put it forward as an inflexible one. There are pro- 
bably congregations who, while approving of some of my proposals, are not favour- 
ably inclined towards others, who though desirous, for example, of reconstructing 
the Pabbath liturgy in some such way as I have indicated, are not prepared to intro- 
duce occasional English prayers, or who, again, would like to see the present mode 
of Reading the Law altered, but object to the recital of mere selections from th® 
Sedrah. All such congregations should,in my judgment, be permitted to atopt those 
modifications which would best harmonize with their notions of what the Service ough ¢ 
to be. My object in formulating a scheme bas boen to give tangible shape to the 
ideas which I have good reason to know prevail in a more or less definite forma 
among a large number of English Jews, and thus to furnish the starting point fora 
practical settlement of the question. If that scheme does not exactly fit the views of 
the majority of those I claim to represent, it may, at any rate, help to create (Ng 
that does, ‘The chief point to be aimed at is that tho e who. desire moderate 
changes should know clearly what they do want, and should replace a mere hazy 


discontent with the existing system by a well defined plana of improvements, | 


When this practical stage has boen reached there will be some reasonable prospect 
of action b ing taken. The adoption of a policy will quickly pave the way to an 
organized movement. And it is the initiation of a movement which must be earnestly 
desired by everyone who takes a broad view of the interests of Judaism. Nothing 
can be worse than the prevailing inaction, The laisser faire attitude is full of 


menace for the welfare of the faith. While we are either too indolent or too in. 


different to give practical effect to our opinions, or to be at the trouble of even 
forming opinions, the empire of th» Syaagogue is growing weaker, and the 
stability of Judaism being continuously impaired. ;

It is this faculty 
for adaptation which has kept it alive unto this day ; and the same innate powey 
must preserve it in the days to come. The salvation of our religion is to be looked for 
not from the orthodox camp, nor even from the advanced wing, but from the union 
of both - a union made possible by matual toleration aod mutual respect.

me to preside over your new institution, It is always an honour t» be chosen by one’s 
Se coreligionists to take part in a movement which tends to further their moral aod 
religious well-being. That honour becomes the greater when the movement you are 
trying to lick into shapé emanates spontaneously from y urselves, You have recog- 
nised the feeling that all classes of the community are united in a desire to improve 
their coreligionirte, to work together and not to allow any differences to separate 
them. You know the Talmudical writings better than I do, and are therefore cogvi- 
gant of the explanation given therein of the Biblical prohibition “ Ye shall not cut 


from each other,”” A great many of you are only Englishmen by adoption ; you 
have come here from foreign climes where you have been subject to oppression, You 
have found a howe in this free land which knows no distinction of religion, and in 
which every calling is open to you. But if it be free to all, it is only so as long as 
| you obey its lawe., I only mention this, to point out that in coming to England, 
unacquainted as you are with its laws, some of you may at firat be led astray by a 
desire to keep up strictly the customs, I will not say the religious practices, of dis- 
tant countries which might clash with the laws «of the land. In founding an insti- 
tution of this kind you must rememb-er what fresdom you enjvy here wher» 
Me persecution is unknown avd where you ae not forced into i ser- 
mm vice, and whee the future before you is bright not dismal. beg 
me you, therefore, to beware not to do anything which is in oonflict with the 
laws of England ; and I ssy this because I see that my friend Mr. N. L. D. Zimmer 
fee will propose to you this evening an amendment to one of your bye-laws, by which 
aee he favours the eventual appointment of a Dayan instead of a minister as suggestel 
by your Exesutive Committee. Now, as you are well aware, a Dayan is a civil 
Se authori'y audajadge. The Council of tha Unitel Synagogue have provided for 
fee you a Dayan who at the same time is one of your ministers, who are your jucges 
meso far asio help you in decisions on religious matters and to guide you in civil 
Seeaffairs. Butif you elect a Dayan, who may be a forcigner, he might at some time 
me or other be engaged ina contest with the civil authorities. for example in the 
Meematterof granting divorces. I warn you of this danger, I wish als» to disabuse 


meecdomineer over you. The Council is a representative body chosen by the seatholders 
Mepand taxpayers of the constituentsynagogues, They have the greatest difficulty ir

M. Wogue proceeds to give asummary of the biographies and analyses of the 
works of the chief Jewish theologians who may be termed classical. It is remark. 
able, but explicable enough, that the list comprises also the most famous Jewish 
philosophers. ‘The series commences with Saadia (892-942) and his “ Faith and 
Reason” (Emunoth Vedeoth), a work truly characterised as marking the first 
beginnings of ascientific Jewish theology. Next follow Judah Hallevi (1086. 
1140) with his Cusari; Maimonides 1135-1204), whose works we need hardly 
name; Joseph Albo (1360-1445) with his Zkkurim or First Principles. He 
reduces the fundamental dogmas of Judaism to three (1), The Existence of God, 
(2), Revelation (3), Reward and Punishment, but M. Wogue proceeds to point 
out (and the caution is by no means unnecessary, for Albo has been sometimes @ 
misunderstood), that Albo admits three other principles which, however, he does @ 
not regard as fundamental. 

M. Wogue concludes this preliminary volume by sections which treat in 1 
thoughtful and instructive way such further subjects as ‘‘ The Three Sourcesof 
Jewish Theology " (which are the Bible, the Talmud, and Philosophy), “ The 
authority of Jewish Theologians,” “ Faith and Reason.’’ A biographical appendis 
contains fuller accounts of the life and works of Saadia (M. Wogue had not 
consulted Weiss’s recent contribution to the subject), Judah Hallevi, and Joseph 
Albo with which the work concludes. Though it rcaches no more than 10 
pages, there is much to be learned from this volume. 3 


Poor Jews’ TEMPORARY SHELTER.—On Sunday last the monthly meeting of 
the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter was held at the Institution, 84, Leman-street, 
Mr. H. A. Franklin in the chair. The report of the Executive Committee was 
read and adopted. The report stated that during the months of November and 
December 183 persons passed through the Shelter as against 213 in the ccrresponding 
period of the previous year. The inmates varied between the ages of 16 and 6 


without any knowledge of occupa ion, Mr. H. Landau called attention to the fact 
that Mr. Arnold White had visited the institution and had remarked in the visiton 
book that “ the excellent administration” of the Shelter was one more in‘ucement 
towards immigration. He suggested that Mr. White should be invited to meet the 
Executive Committee to discuss the relation of the Shelter to the foreign immign 
tion question. He had written to a Jewish journal in St. Petersburg which had 
exaggerated the work of the Shelter, pointing out the true aspect of the immigrants 
lot. While referring to the question of foreign immigration he would 
mention that he had been informed that objection had been taken at the White 
chapel Board of Guardians to the number of Jews who applied for medical reliel 
Considering the large proportion that Jews in Whitechapel contributed towards 
the rates he thought this objection particularly ungracious. The question as to the 
resuscitation of a Jewish dispensary was worth consideration, as a large dispensaty 
had been established in Whitechapel under the auspices of the Mildmay Mission for 
Conversion, where the attendants were able to converse with the foreign Jews 
This was a tempting bait, and it was perhaps not unnatural that recourse should be 
had by the poor J ew to those by whom he could make himself understood. Th 
Chairman drew attention to the diminution of the number of inmates, and statel 
that increased contributions were urgently needed. The meeting terminated Wi 
a vote of thanks to the Chair,

On the 
ime second day at sunrise he entered the temple, He was there received by the Chiefs 
of the Jewish tribes who placed in his hands the treasures of the Sanctuary for the 
expenses of the Holy War. In the midst of bloody sacrifices, offered up according 
to ancient Jewish rites the —_ swore to the extermination of the infidels, and he 

added to the title of Negus Neghut the surname of ‘ Exterminating Sword of 
Solomon,” 

According to the correspondent of the Jsraelit the entire communication is 
based on misrepresentations, none of the actors in the incident above recorded having 
been Jews but Abyssinian Christains, whoze elders bear the names of the heads of 
the twelve tribes, and who observe a mixtare of Jewish and Christian ceremonies.
